We alſo acknowledge 
with all due Pzaiſe and Thankſgiving, that thou haſt 
graciouſiy heard the Prayers of thy Church foz him 
whom thou madeſt the happy Inſtrument of our P2e- 
ſervation; in pzeſerving him in ſo wonderful a manner 
from thoſe great and apparent Dangers to which he ex⸗
